HEUDRICKS EATS BIRT.

his letter of acceptance, and, as was 
prophesied, he has gone back on his 
soft-money theories and comes out lor 
speeie resumption. The following is 
the portion of his letter relating to 
finance: 
' Our (financial system of'expedients 
must be reformed. 
Gold and silver 


ore the roal standards of values, and 
our national currency will not 60 a per- 
fect medium of exchange until it shall 
be convertible, at the pleasure of the 
holder. I have heretofore said, no one 
desires a return to specie payment more 
earnestly than I do, but I do not be- 
lieve it will or can be reached in har- 
mony with the interests of the people 
by artificial measures for contraction 
of the currency any moie than I be1- 
lieve that wealth or ppj manent prosper- 
ity can be criated (by the inflation of 
the currency. 
The laws of finance can- 


not be disregarded with impunity. The 
financial policy of the government—if, 
indeed, it deserves the name of policy 
at all—has beoa in disregard ot laws, 
and therefore bos disturbed commercial 
and business confidence, as well as hav- 
ing hindered the return to specie pay- 
ments. 
On > feature of that policy was 


the resumption clause of the act of 
1875, which has embarrassed tho coun- 
try by tho anticipation of compulsory 
resumption, for which no preparation 
has been made, and without any assur- 
ance that it would be practicable. The 
repeal of that clause )is nqoessary, that 
the operation of financial laws may be 
restored, that the business of the coun- 
try may be relieved from its disturbing 
and depressing influence, and that a re- 
turn to specie payments may be facili- 
tated by the substitution of a wiser and 
rnoro prudent legislation, which shall 
mainly rely on a judicious system of 
public economies and official retrench- 
ment, and above all, on the promotion 
of prosperity in all the industries of the 
people. I do cot understand the repeal 
of the resumption clause of the act of 
1875 to be a backward step in our re- 
turn to specie payments, but the recov 
ery of a folse step, and although the 
repeal may, for the time, be prevented, 
yet the determination of the Democrat- 
ic party on the subject has been dis- 
tinctly declared that there should be 
no hindrances put in the way of a re 
turn to specie payments. 
As to such 


hindrances, says the platform of the 
St. Louis Convention, "We denounce 
the resumption clause of the act of 
1875, and demand its repeal." 


I thoroughly believe that by public 


economy, by official retrenchment, and 
by a wise finaneial policy, enabling us 
to accumulate, the process of resump- 
tion at an early period is possible, with- 
outproducing an artificial scarcity of 
currency or disturbing public or com- 
mercial credit,, and that those reforms, 
together with the restoration of pura 
government, will restore general confi- 
dence, encourage the useful investment 
of capital, furnish employment to labor 
and relievo the country trom tho paraly- 
ais of hard times.
